Among other Confirmations of the Reality of the Revival 
in different Corners, 1 have credible Information, that the 
Number of Communicants this laft Seafon, in divers Con- 
gregations, compared with the ufual Number, for a Traét of 
Years preceeding the late Revival, affords a confiderable E- 
vidence of an Increafe of Serioufnefs about Religion, partly 
in thefe Congregations themfelves, partly in the Places adja- 
cent to them.---Whereas, in Places where the Sacrament is 
adminiftred in the Summer-Seafon, the Variation of theNum- 
bers of Communicants in different Years, may oft-times be 
accounted for, by there being a greater or fmaller Number of 
fach folemn Occafions, in the Neighbourhood of thefe Places 
about the fame Time. The Cafe is different, as to the Pla- 
ces which have that facred Solemnity in the Spring, or near 
Winter, as in feveral of our populous Towns. 

Upon the 24d of O@sber laft, the Lord’s Supper was given 
at Edinburgh, Glafgow, Irvine, and, as I have heard likewile 
at Aberdeen. ‘The Evidences of the Revival of Religion in 
and. about thefe three firft Cities, from Appearances at this 
folemn Time, are fuch as thefe, 

EpInBURGH. 

The Number of their Communicants, in the feveralChur- 
ches of this great City, are within thefe two Years much in- 
creafed.---And tho’ feveral ufual Communicants have gone 
away with the Seceffion, yet the Number of the Communi- 
cants are fo far from being leffened,that they are confiderably 
increafed, beyond what they were before the Seceffion.---- 
Week-DaysSermons are much better attended than they have 
been for many Years paft..--While I was in Town, about 
that Time, I vifited feveral of the Societies for Prayer, con- 
fitting of young People, with whom I was much pleafed. 
They appear to thirft ftrongly after Inftru@ion, and to be 
pliable and teachable to a great Degree ; they no doubt need 
much the Overfight and frequent Direétion of their fpiritual 
Guides, and elder Chriftians. And I am perfwaded, that 
by the Lord’s Blefling upon fuch Overfight and Direétion, 
which doubtlefs will not be wanting, many of them fhall be 
a Seed to do Service tothe Lord, and fhall be reckoned to 
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and Glafgow in Scotland. 213 


im a Generation.--- By all that I could fee or hear, J am of 
Opinion, That the Succefs of the Gofpel, by Out- pouring 
of the holy Spirit at Edinburgh, upon many of the young, and 
of the inferior Sort, hath been extraordinary, when compared 
with a former dead Time, of notafew Years. Bleffed be 
the Lord, there are alfo not a few of a fuperior Rank, who 
can witnefs the Out-pouring of the holy Spirit, in his faving 
Operations of al} Sorts. 


GLASGOW. 

At Glafgow, in Ofeber laft, the Increafe of the Number 
of Tables, when the Lord’s Supper was given there, is com 
puted by Perfons fit to give a juft Account of that Matter, to 
amount to about 18 Tables, beyond what was ufual fora 
Courfe of Years before the lateRevival : And it is computed 
that almoft in all the Churches there, three Tables may con- 
tain about, or hear 200 Communicants. --- This Increa‘e 
indeed fuppofed to be owing, in fome Meafure, to Numbers 
from the adjacent Country, and fo to be a Confirmation of 
the Revival there ; but alfo owing, inagood Meafure, toa 
more than ordinary Addition, of late Years, to the Numbers 
of new Communicants in the Town itfelf.---The Matter is 
the more remarkable, That as to thePeople in the neighbour- 
ing Country, it isno fmall Difcouragement to their coming 
in to the Town on fuch Occafions, that they have fuchDifi- 
culty to get Seats there in the Churches, and that there are 
no Sermons there, on thefe Occafions in the Fields. --- But 
that which makes fuch an Increafe of the Number of Com- 
municants, both there and elfewhere, ftill remarkable is, 
That, as hath already been obferved, as to Edinburgh, feve- 
ral old Communicants having, of late Years, gone off to the 
Seceffion, the Number of the Communicants now behoved 
to be lefs than in former Times, were it not for an extraor- 
dinary Increafe another Way.--- There was a more than or- 
dinary Concern to be obferved upon many, both in hearing 
the Word and receiving the Sacrament : And feveral are 
faid to have felt Effects of more than an ordinary Prefence of 
the Lord’s Grace and Spirit.

As to Irvine, by a Letter from a worthy Minifter, who 
affifted at the giving the Lord’s Supper there, at the Time 
mentioned, the Number of Communicants was much the 
fame, as when it was laft given, but about 2 or 300 more 
than in former Times, which is reckoned betwixt a fourth 
and a fifth Part increafed beyond fcrmer Years. He {ays 
further, That the Work was managed with much Decency, 
and he hopes many got a Bleffing. 


CoLDINGHAME. 

From the Parifh of Coldinghame in the Merfe, near Ber- 
wick, a worthy Correfpondent writes me in a Letter I re- 
ceived this Month of December, That there are thefe promi- 
fing Evidences of the Out-pouring of the holy Spirit there, 
beyond what hath been for feveral Years paft, viz. a more 
diligent Attendance upon Ordinances, --- a more earneft 
thirfting after them,--- a more general warm Impreffion of 
Religion, and a greater Love to religious Difcourfe.---Socie- 
ties for Prayer not only increafing in Numbers; but the 
Members of fome of thefe Societies fo increafing, as the 
Meeting of which my Correfpondent is a Member, expeét, 
in afhort Time,to divide themfelves into two fufficient ones ; 
and, what is moft of all to be regarded, the Members of thefe 
Societies grow in Light and Life :--- So that fome of the elder 
Chriftians fay, that they never had fuch Comfort and Satis- 
faétion as they have now.---Their worthy Minifter Mr. Bry- 
don, is earneftly diligent in improving this Beginning of a 
more than ordinary acceptable Year of the Lord, and Day o 
Salvation, wherein may the Lord of the Harveft affift and 
profper him.--- Ihave Letters from other Perfons confirming 
what is above.

Glafgow March 30 1744. 
out TH State of Religion in our Country is me the 
fame as when I wrote you laft.---The ftrong fenfi- 
ble Awakenings are in a great Meafure ceafed ; and indeed it 
could not be expected they fhould continue long : But the 
Efeé&s of them with great Numbers, I hope, will never 
ceafe. --- There are ftill many Inftances of Perfons awaken*d 
and hopefully converted in a more filent Way. The Ordi- 
nances continue to be more frequented than formerly ; a 
more clofe Attention to the preaching of the Word, and 
greater Power accompanying it, and efpecially Sacrament 
Occafions have of late been remarkably blefied for the quick- 
ning and Comfort of fincere Chriftians. Our Societies for 
Pray erand Conference are likewife ina flourifhing Condi- 
tion in many Parts.---

From the Reverend Mr. cLaurin to the Reverend Mr. 
Prince. 


Glafgow, April 6. 1744. 
ss § to the State of Religion here I mutt refer you chiefly 
to Mr. Rebe’s Monthly Chiiftian Hiftory. 

We have it to lament, that in feveral Places where the 
Revival once fourifhed moft, it feems for fume good Time 
paft to make much les Progrefs ; I mean as to difcernable 
new Awakenings. And tho’ from the Beginning we knew 
we were to lay our Accounts with Backflidings ; yet when 
fuchThings fall out, fome well difpofed People feem furpria'd 
and difcouraged, as if no fuch Things were ‘o be expected. 

Mean Time, it is great Ground of Pratfe that fo goodly 
Numbers of thofe who gave the probable Evidences of their 
having clofed with Chrift feem to perfevere: The vifible 
Appearance of more general Concern and Serioufnefs about 
Religion, that attended the Revival when the Awakenings 
were more frequent, feems ftill to continue: From Time to 
Time there are Inftances of Perfons awakened in that Maz- 
ner, as I may fay forces them to communicate their Cate. 

About two Years agol had Accounts from the Minifter 
of Biggar of a fecret Revival there, that has begun and gone 
on in fo calm and filent a Manner, that one neeced not won- 
der that fome in thofe Parts fhould fay they know nothing ot 
it. 

I have lately been favour’d with Copies of Letters from 
Subjects of that Revival to their Minifter, which feem to 
have an uncommon Savour of ferious Piety. 

Mr. Robe has lately got refrefhing Accounts of the Revi- 
val far North inRo/s-fire ; which began in a fecret Way fe- 
veral Years ago, but was not heard of here, that I know of, 
till after the Revival in our Neighbourhood. An eminently 


worthy Minifter in thefe Parts, one Mr. Balifour, tells of 


hisown Parith, that fur feveral Years the civil Magiftrate 
has had no Crime to punith there, that every Family excep? 
about three or four worfhip God, and that the Seffion for 
Confiftery) have little elfe todo at their Meetings but cor- 
cert Meafures for promoting the Intereft of Piety.” 
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
